It was noted in this connection that Lynch, among his 
other duties, had supervision of some twelve attorneys of the Com- 
mission in connection with the work of Assistant General Counsel.

On January 7, 1937, Lynch was promoted to the position of 
Assistant General Counsel (Expert), receiving an increase in salary 
to $7,500 per annum, The duties of this position, in addition to 
his duties performed as Assistant General dounsel, included special 
assignasnts on some particular problem before the Comission in 
connection with the enforcemtnt of the Securities Act of 1933 and 
the Securities and ixchanze Aot of 1934.

In October, 
1934, he accepted a position as Trial Attorney with the Securities and Exchange 
Commission, Washington, D. C., and was sudsequently promoted to the position 
of Aseistant General Counsel (expert) which position he held in May of 1939 
when he wae appointed Special Assistant to the Attorney General, Anti-Trust 
Division, United Staten Department of Justices. While remaining on the rolls 
of the Department of Justice he was loaned te the National Defense Commission 
(January 13, 1941), and subsequently to the War Production Board. As pre- of

While attending the University of Michigaa, Lynch was known as a persona 
of good moral character who was industrious, and who possessed a good personal- 
ity. Mis perscnal and tusiness associates have described him as being an 
exceptionally able lavyer, of good character and reputation, who has seen noted 
for his fairness and gentlemanly conduct. He has also been described as being 
a wery discreet person who ia able to get a great deal of information without 
Qiselosing any information of value. All neighborhood investigations of hin 
have been very favorable. 


On the basis of the information developed dy the Hatch Act investigation 
of this person, the Attorney General approved the recommendation of the Depart- 
mental Committee to the effect that no disciplinary action was warranted.
